VETERANS' PICNIC. 


The Connellsville coke trade enters 


upon the. s&'ond half of 1911 with a 
step backward rather than a steo 
forward as was hoped for. 
chiefly 


because the coke trade is under the 
shadow of a bad pig iron business. 


The demand for iron has declined 


material.'y, but that is not the worst 
feature of the situation. The furnace- 
men have bt-en piling up pig for the 
past se>eral years and.counting it as 
a tangible a:-sec at prevailing prices. 
This mountitm of surplus stock is 
what is weighing down the pig iron 
market. 
It has borne prices down 


• to low levels. 
If the production of 


pig iron had been regulated with any 
regard to the demand, the price would 
not have be-m pounded down to its 
present position. 
The 
prices 
ot' 


Snished iron and steel products have 
suffered comparatively slight 
reduc- 


tions becaus-- there has not been a 
ir.ighty surplus. 


This has been so because the iron 


and steel producers have maintained 
their prices at uniform and profitable 
levels. The f jrnacemen and merchant 
coke operators, on the other hand, 
have been almost as wide apart as 
the poierf. 
The coks operators have 


no large surplus supplies of coke on 
hand like the pig iron producers, but 
they hare m>^ corapacC. organization., 
no unity of purpose, no price pact1 
When the pi ices of pig iron went 
down, the prices of coke followed In 
like ratio. This result was inevitable 
and'the rule will never be changed so 
long as the coke operators 
remain 


disunited and dissentient. There is 
r.o just cause or good business reason 
why the coke operators should help to 
pay the price of 
the 
furnacenstm's 


follies. 


Under the circumstances it Is no 


wonder the merchant fumacemen are; 
witholding thflr contracts for second 
half coke. 
T.icy can buy spot coke] 


cheaper than they can buy con;met; 
coke. In the :ace of such a condition 
there is no incentive to contract. 


Production and shipments have both 


fallen off considerably. 
The 
latter 


show a loss of over SOO ^ars equiva- 
lent to about -S.OOO tons. Production 
declined over S,QQO tons 
This indi- 


cates that theie has been some stock 
piled up and suggests the- possibility 
of an early reopening of the present 
closed spot col o market. 


But the possibility is not oy 
any 


means repress nied in these figures. 
Tlie bulk cf the decline in shipments 
i«s to western points.

President of Town Council, was on his 
pop wagon Saturday despite the fact 
that Friday afternoon he raced death 
and was knocked unconscious by a 
bolt of lightning 
which 
instantly 


Killed James Barnes, a bottler, and 
shocked Albert Henry, another em- 
ploye. 


Mr. Millard owes his life 
to 
his 


daunghter, Miss Annabel Millard, who 
was the first to discover the tragedy.! 
Had she not discerned that there was; 
something wrong in the stable 
tbej 


unconscious Councilman could pvob- j 
ably not have been re\ ived. Miss Mil- 
lard's attention to the i-light of 
herj 


father was attracted by a horse which 
bolted trom The stable after the terri- 
fying flash of lightning. Although Miss 
Millard 
expressed 
the 
fear 
that 


lightning had struck the pop shop, 
she would 
not 
have 
investigate-! 


further if she had not seen the horse 
make a frantic lunge out 
of 
the 


stable. 


Running to the stable door 
Miss 


Millard found her father's senseless 
form lying across the body of James 
Barnes. Physicians were quickly sum- 
moned. Ur. J. French Kerr was the 
first to arrive. 
He 
was 
followed 


closely by Eirs. Hugh Baker, H. F. 
Atkinson and H. 
C. 
Hoffman. 
Dr. 


Kerr had Mr. Millard removed 
from 


th,e stable to the porch of his home in 
.Trevor street. The storm still raged 
and those about the place were soaked 
to the skin by the driving rain. Dr. 
Kerr examined the "unconscious man 
There was no question but that Barnes 
was dead. 
Mr. Millard appeared to 


b« too far gone to be revived. He had 
BO pulse and there was every indica- 
tion the heart had suspended action. 
Dr. Kerr injected a hypodermic and 
results were almost immediate 
Mr. 


Millard continued unconscious for an 
hour or moi e. but rapidly regaiup'l 
strength. 
His 
splendid 
physique 


stood him in good stead. 


A peculiar feature of the tragedy 


was the fact that there was no mark 
to Indicate ^vhere the lightning had 
struck, though the marks of leaves 
were clearly outlined on the nesh ot 
Barnes, the dead man. Mr. Millard 
did not receive a scratch. One of the 
horses in tha 
stable 
bolted 
from 


fright; the other one was found drawn 
tip upon its toes, quivering with fear 
but apparently paralyzed.

recovered its normal condition. 


"I was standing 
right 
next 
to 


Barnes in the- stable," said Mr. Millard 
today. "We were near the rear door 
watching the water that was flooding 
the place. 
1 had just

I did not se*1 the lightning nor hear 
the crash of thunder.

By the County Controller for Benefit 


of Tax Collectors. 


The tax collectors of the county 


must observe the law or lose money 
It is the duty of Ihe controller of the 
county to see that money due the 
county is collected and turned into the 
treasurer just as it, is his duty to care- 
fully guard the expenditures cf 
the 


county. Controller Harry Kisinger is 
carefully exercising the duties of bis 
office and in so doing has had to sound 
a "warning to the *,ax collectors of che 
county. Under an act of assembly in 
1909 the time for tax 
collectors to 


make settlements and secure the ie- 
bate was extended from ISO to- 30 days 
and the 15 days of grace allowed by 
the old act were abolished. 
All tax 


collectors who have not settled are 
not entiiled to the rebate or discount. 
Settlements of taies already collected 
are due and must be made at once or 
the collector will lose the rebate. 


Under the act of 3009 tnx collectors 


are allowed 90 days in which to settle 
and gain the benefit .of 
the rebate. 


Under the old act 60 days were al- 
lowed for the rebate and the collector 
•was given 15 days after the expira- 
tion of tbe 60 in which Lo make a set- 
tlemnt. Tax collectors who have not 
settled must do so at once. 
The 00 


dars have expired and the controller 
can now charge the amount ct tax 
due at its fare value, allowing: no re- 
IjRte. 
In sach a case the collectors 


•would lose the rebate allowed on all 
tax trohccted. 


Tax collectors of 1910 taxes are re- 


quired to settle their duplicates in full 
by September 1. It is the duty of the 
controller to see that they all settle 
by that time. He has sounded a warn- 
ing and tax collectors who do not 
heed will lose by their own 
negli- 


gence.
